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“Everything You Need to Know” 


Concerning Tuesday’s Primaries 


“Tuesday, February 12 is pres- 
idential primary day in Maryland, 
as well as Virginia and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. It is being 
called Chesapeake or Potomac 
Primary Day depending on who 
one listens to. Only registered 
Democrats and Republicans will 
be able to vote in Maryland in 
this election to help choose their 
parties’ nominees for President of 
the United States. 

What has been left unresolved 
in the selection of party presi- 
dential candidates following the 
results of the Super Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 5 election, when 24 states 
either held primaries or caucuses, 
may be resolved by what happens 
in Maryland and its neighboring 
jurisdictions. Or maybe not. The 
nation will still have to hear from 
four major states — Ohio, Texas, 
Pennsylvania and North Carolina 
— and a number of smaller states 
at future elections and caucuses. 

Tuesday is also primary day 
for candidates for the U.S. Con- 
gress. Greenbelters will vote for

party nominations for candidates 
for the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict. Incumbent Steny Hoyer, 
the majority leader of the House 
of Representatives, is being chal- 
lenged by a relative unknown for 
the Democratic Party nomination 
and will face one of three chal- 
lengers on the Republican side 
who are also little known. 
Closed Primary 

Members of minor parties and 
independents, persons not affili- 
ated with either the Democratic 
or Republican Parties, will not be 
permitted to vote in this election. 
The only non-partisan election to 
be considered for this primary 
was to fill an unexpired term on 
the Board of Education. That 
election was removed from the 
ballot when no one challenged 
the candidacy of Amber Waller, 
the person previously appointed 
to this position, thereby elimi- 
nating the need for a primary 
election. 

The primary election includes 
party nominations for five sitting 


judges of the District Court Sev- 
enth Judicial Circuit for election 
in November. However, the five 
judges have cross-filed as both 
Republicans and Democrats and 
will appear on both party bal- 
lots running unopposed. They 
are: Andre Michael Chapaldaine, 
Lanzell Martin, Jr., Crystal Dixon 
Mittelstaedt, Albert W. Northrop 
and Nicholas Elias Rattal. (An 
earlier article erroneously listed 
the candidates for District Judge 
of the Fifth Judicial Circuit.) 

The party ballots will list the 
names of those party candidates 
who filed in Maryland as can- 
didates for President. However, 
most of these candidates have 
since withdrawn from the cam- 
paign, narrowing the field to a 
select few. Nevertheless, the 
withdrawn candidates’ names will 
remain on the ballot and support- 
ers may still vote for them. 

The presidential preference 
vote will determine which candi-

A Smaller but Lively Group 


At the Third Visioning Session 


On a clear and brisk midwinter 
morning last Saturday about 40 
participants attended the third and 
final visioning session hosted by 
the Greenbelt City Council. This 
session was held in the multi-pur- 
pose room of Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School located in the Green- 
belt East neighborhood. Earlier 
visioning sessions were held in 
Springhill Lake (Greenbelt West) 
and in the Community Center. 

Although this final gathering 
did not match the nearly overflow 
crowd that participated in the Jan- 
uary 26 session in the Municipal 
Building, the last session garnered 
a fairly representative crowd from 
a variety of Greenbelt areas. 

The session was opened by 
Mayor Judith Davis, who in- 
troduced the other members of 
council, city staff and volunteers 
from selected city advisory boards 
or committees who assisted in 
the day’s sessions. The format 
remained the same, with tables 
set up in the spacious multi-pur- 
pose room for the six city depart- 
ments. Each table had a city staff 
member as a note-taker and a city 
volunteer as a topic facilitator. 

Davis welcomed the partici- 
pants and thanked them for at- 
tending on a beautiful Saturday 
morming. She also briefly outlined 
the process to be followed during 
four sessions of about 30 to 40 
minutes long with a break between 
sessions for transitioning between 
topic areas and refreshments made 
available for participants. People

could participate in as many ses- 
sions as they wished; they could 
stay with each topic group for as 
long as they wished. 

As with the previous vision- 
ing sessions, Davis reiterated that 
council was seeking citizen in- 
put on ideas and suggestions for 
Greenbelt’s future. She empha- 
sized that the city was more inter- 
ested in ideas for the future rather 
than “griping” about current is- 
sues. People were asked to probe 
a little deeper in their thinking 
about what ideas and suggestions 
should be considered by council 
for assuring that Greenbelt can 
continue to provide superior ser- 
vice to residents in the future. 

Planning 

The ideas put forward at this 
session dealt generally with de- 
velopment issues. The ideas 
touched on a need for more 
mixed-use types of development 
(retail/commercial office and resi- 
dential) for the city’s future. 

Participants proposed a city 
goal that approximately 80 per- 
cent of Greenbelt residents’ needs 
should be available in Greenbelt 
or its immediate environs. 

Even though it appeared that 
development progress was on hold 
for the Springhill Lake redevelop- 
ment and slowed for the Beltway 
Plaza redevelopment and the Met- 
roland (Greenbelt Station) new 
development, participants wanted 
council to continue to pursue plan- 
ning a mixed-use development. 
Also there was strong sentiment 


to encourage Beltway Plaza to 
enhance its retail offerings. 
Another suggestion was that 
council consider using the existing 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and Rescue Squad (GVFD) 
site for future low-cost housing 
if the GFVD is successful in its 
effort to relocate to a more acces- 
sible site within Greenbelt. 
Accessibility issues were also 
raised at this session, mainly fo- 
cusing on the need for a more 
reliable and friendly local bus 
service. Bus service should be 
focused on pick-up and drop- 
off locations at frequently used 
Greenbelt facilities, including 
government, cultural, recreational 
and shopping locations. 
According to participants, se- 
curity concerns about the use of 
the Spellman Overpass between 
Greenbelt East and Old Greenbelt 
by youths restricts its use. In 
the future there should be more 
accessible options available for 
all populations between the three 
sectors of the community. 
Communication and dissemina- 
tion of information was another 
topic. Community-wide wireless 
accessibility (WiFi) was suggest- 
ed. Participants also felt that the 
Greenbelt News Review (GNR) 
was not uniformly available in all 
sectors of the city and in sectors 
where it was readily available 
and/or delivered to residences, it 
often did not arrive until mid-day

Election 2008 


Over 8,000 Voters Eligible 
To Vote Here in Primary

In next Tuesday’s primary 
election, the 7,361 Greenbelt 
residents who are registered 
Democrats and the 1,302 resi- 
dents who are registered Re- 
publicans may vote for their 
presidential preference. (See 
table on page 12.) Registered 
Democrats and Republicans 
will mark their choices on 
separate party ballots, which 
will also include their party’s 
candidates for Representative 
to Congress from the Fifth 
Congressional District. On 
both ballots there will be a list 
of delegates to their party’s 
convention next summer. 

Although a total of 10,782 
residents are registered in 
Greenbelt, those who are reg- 
istered as Unaffiliated/Others, 
Greens or Libertarians must

wait until the General Elec- 
tion on Tuesday, November 4 
when the same ballot will be 
available to all. 

In other words, all voters 
registered in Greenbelt at the 
time of the General Election 
will be eligible to vote for 
President. The number of 
registered Greenbelt voters 
has increased by 30 percent 
since the last national primary 
in 2004. 

Party Preferences 

In Greenbelt, active Demo- 
crats outnumber Republicans 
by five to one. Of Green- 
belt’s total active registered 
voters, 68 percent are Dem- 
ocrats, 12 percent are Re- 
publicans and less than one 
percent each are registered as 
belonging to the Green party 


City Audit, Banks, Trees Are 
Subject of Council Meeting

The regular City Council 
meeting of January 28 touched 
on a number of issues important 
to residents. Several dealt with 
city financial operations includ- 
ing selecting a bank, receiving 
the annual audit report and hiring 
temporary help for the Finance 
Department. Other business dealt 
with unauthorized removal of city 
trees, rent controls for Charles- 
towne North Apartments and a 
proposal to locate a DC United 
soccer stadium in the city. All 
members of council were pres- 
ent. 

Petitions 

The first item of business was 
petitions to council. A resident 
had a tree service remove two 
pine trees that leaned over Cres- 
cent Road and two apparently 
dead cherry trees, not realizing 
that the trees were on city prop- 
erty. The resident and owner of 
the tree service questioned the 


resulting violation against the 
tree service. Mayor Judith Davis 
referred the matter to staff after 
some discussion, in which she 
noted that, in Greenbelt, “We 
hold every tree dearly.” 

Mary Ann Scott, president of 
the Charlestowne North tenant 
association, updated council on 
the association’s ongoing discus- 
sions with the management of the 
apartments over the proposed rent 
increases of 25 to 50 percent. 
She reported that some residents 
had not received the promised 
communications from manage- 
ment. 

Davis noted that the apartment 
management had not notified 
council of their plans regarding 
rent increases and asked City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
to send them a letter requesting 
their plan and a letter to District

To SHL Crime 


In the Thursday, January 31 
News Review there is an article 
on ways to address Spellman 
Overpass security issues. As per 
the article there is a significant 
involvement of concerned citizens 
and of the Greenbelt city govern- 
ment.

I would like to see the resi- 
dents of Springhill Lake benefit 
from a concerned focus and re- 
source allocation just like the 
Spellman Overpass. I realize that 
Springhill Lake presents a larger 
and more complex problem but 
that is where the most criminal 
activity occurs.

Crosswalk Games 

As someone who frequently 
uses pedestrian crosswalks in 
Greenbelt, I have to disagree with 
the letter in the January 31 News 
Review, which said that parked 
cars were the reason that drivers 
are unable to see pedestrians and 
presumably not stop for them. 

My experience has been that far 
too often, drivers see pedestrians 
just fine but merrily proceed on 
through the crosswalks anyway. 
It is just good driver sense to pay 
more attention when approaching 
any crosswalk or intersection and 
make a point of looking for pe- 
destrians, but pedestrians seem to 
fall into the category of nuisance 
for many drivers. I don’t think 
carrying a red flag, as the letter 
writer mentioned are used in other 
jurisdictions, would help the cause. 
(I’m conjuring a visual of being 
flattened out in the middle of the 
street, red flag clutched in an out- 
stretched hand.) 

The crosswalks at the Southway/ 
Ridge Road intersection as well as 
those along Crescent are the worst. 
Ironically, the two crosswalks on 
Crescent closest to the police sta- 
tion are particularly hazardous as 
drivers who were shortly before 
traveling at Beltway or Kenilworth 
Avenue speeds, come speeding 
into town. Maybe a blatant sign 
reminding drivers that it’s time 
to switch gears — figuratively and 
literally — would help. Perhaps 
something mentioning hefty fines! 

Drivers who do stop at cross- 
walks are often penalized because 
while they are at a standstill, vehi- 
cles in the opposing lane will fre- 
quently proceed right on through, 
which means both pedestrian and 
stopped driver must wait longer. 
Drivers who obey the law and 
stop are also at risk for being hit 
from behind by impatient and in- 
attentive drivers. Sometimes cars 
will even attempt to drive around 
the waiting one. 

The campaign to get drivers to 
stop at crosswalks, with the instal- 
lation of the cone-markers, did 
help but not nearly enough. Using 
crosswalks in Greenbelt 1s too fre- 
quently an unhappy guessing game: 
will they or won’t they stop?

Need More 
Speed Cameras 


This letter 1s in response to the 
letter last week by Carol Biegel 
regarding the use of speed cameras 
in Greenbelt. I say that it 1s about 
time! Unfortunately, in many parts 
of Greenbelt, Old Greenbelt in par- 
ticular, the police are unable to use 
radar to slow traffic. 

Southway and Ridge Road are 
two prime examples. There is 
virtually nowhere for the officers 
to sit and “shoot radar.” It has 
been my experience, given the fact 
that I have lived on Southway for 
the past 15 years, that traffic on 
this road travels at speeds far in 
excess of the posted speed limit. 
The same is true for Ridge Road. 

Ms. Biegel’s reasoning for not 
installing/utilizing speed cameras 
in the city (persons doing business 
in the city will charge more for 
services to offset the cost of tick- 
ets) is ridiculous. If contractors 
and the like are driving in such a 
manner that they will incur many 
costly tickets, their management 
should be more concerned, as 
Should the citizens of Greenbelt, 
about their employees unsafe driv- 
ing of their fleet vehicles than the 
cost of doing business. 

Ms. Biegel also makes a point 
that this is being done to improve 
pedestrian safety. I do not believe 
that the sole reason the city is 
considering the use of cameras 
is to improve pedestrian safety, 
although I do believe strongly that 
it will do just that. 

I walk around Old Greenbelt 
every single night with my two 
dogs. I usually wear a white coat 
and a hat with LED lights on the 
brim to ensure that drivers can 
see me in crosswalks. I am not, 
as Ms. Biegel states, walking out 
between parked cars thus making 
myself less visible to drivers. I 
only cross at crosswalks which 
don’t normally have cars parked 
on either side. 


Many times, careless drivers 
who are not paying attention to 
the crosswalks have nearly struck 
me while in the crosswalk. On 
two separate occasions, the driv- 
ers, one an off-duty Greenbelt po- 
lice officer and one a young man 
who I know to live on Plateau 
Place, were on their cell phones 
and nearly hit me and my dogs. 

The idea of red flags in buckets 
at the crosswalks is not something 
that I believe is feasible here. As 
I said, I walk two dogs, thus mak- 
ing me unable to carry the red flag 
across the street. If drivers can’t 
see me with a white coat and 
lighted hat, how are they going to 
see a red flag? It’s not that they 
can’t see me, it’s that they don’t 
see me as they are inattentive and 
oftentimes traveling at speeds that 
make it difficult to stop without 
driving in to the intersection/cross- 
walk. Additionally, my feeling is 
that the flags would not last too 
long. Most likely they would be- 
come a huge temptation for those 
who like to take things that don’t 
belong to them. 

I also feel that the speed cam- 
eras would cut down on the vol- 
ume of “cut through” traffic in 
Old Greenbelt. Many people 
who speed through town do not 
live here and don’t care about the 
community. They only care about 
getting where they are going as 
quickly as possible. I only wish 
we could obtain red light type 
cameras for the stop signs — an- 
other law difficult on these roads 
for the police to enforce. 

I implore the city to place 
the speed cameras on the three 
main roads through Old Green- 
belt — Ridge Road, Southway and 
Crescent Road. I cannot speak 
for the rest of the city as I do 
not spend much time in the other 
areas. I do know that Old Green- 
belt is in serious need of traffic 
calming and if speed cameras is 
what it takes, then let’s do it!

4 County Councilmember In- 
erid Turner asking for a meeting 
of the parties with her. Davis 
also asked City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi to investigate the issue of 
citywide rent controls. 

Finance 

Council adopted a resolution 
to purchase goods and services in 
excess of $10,000 per fiscal year. 
Specifically the resolution en- 
ables the Finance Department to 
contract with temporary staffing 
company Accountemps for help 
in covering two recent vacancies 
and the additional year-end work- 
load through March. The cost of 
using the temporary service will 
be offset by salary savings. 

Staff has reviewed eight bids 
from local banks and interviewed 
representatives of five in a pro- 
cess to select one for the city’s 
banking services. With the avail- 
ability of new services, including 
remote check scanning, the need 
for daily armored car pickups 
could be reduced. All bids re- 
duce the cost of banking to the 
city by about 25 percent. 

Bank of America was the low- 
est bidder by a close margin but 
since Bank of America had re- 
moved its branch from Roosevelt 
Center, council agreed to accept 
the next lowest bid, M&T Bank. 
Council noted that the approxi- 
mately $1,000 cost incurred by not 
choosing the lowest bidder would 
be offset by a reduction in the

number of armored car pickups. 

Mike Stephens of Clifton 
Gunderson presented the city’s 
2007 audit report. The audit 
comprises a large part of the 
city’s Comprehensive Annual 
Financial Report which is sub- 
mitted for review each year to 
the Government Finance Officers 
Association. 

Stephens noted that the cost 
of post-employment (retirement) 
benefits will increase.

A January 23 Washington 
Post article reported that Prince 
George’s County Executive Jack 
Johnson has had talks with DC 
United regarding the feasibility 
of locating a soccer stadium near 
the Greenbelt or New Carrollton 
Metro stations. The city’s focus 
has been on a transit-oriented, 
mixed-use development for the 
area around the Greenbelt sta- 
tion. A stadium is not consistent 
with standing county legislation 
for the area or the development 
agreement between the city and 
Greenbelt Metropark.

dates delegates will be pledged to 
vote for at the party convention. 
The methods for allocating del- 
egates differ for the Republicans 
and Democrats. 

Democrats 

The Democrats will have a 
total of 4,049 voting delegates 
at its convention. A presidential 
candidate will need to receive 
2,025 votes in order to be nomi- 
nated. Because of the strong 
contest between Hillary Clinton 
and Barack Obama and the use of 
proportional allocation of pledged 
delegates based upon preferential 
voting, it is unlikely that either 
candidate will have the needed 
2,025 votes before the Maryland 
primary. 

There will be both pledged 
delegates and unpledged or super 
Democratic delegates from each 
state. Maryland will have 29 un- 
pledged and 70 pledged delegates. 
Virginia will have 83 pledged and 
20 unpledged delegates. The 
District will have 15 pledged and 
37 unpledged delegates. 

The super delegates are mem- 
bers of the Democratic National 
Committee, Democratic members 
of Congress, Democratic gover- 
nors and other prominent Demo- 
crats. These total 796 delegates, 
nearly 20 percent of the total. 

The unpledged super delegates 
are not bound to vote for any 
candidate but may voluntarily 
commit to doing so. Prior to Su- 
per Tuesday some 295 super del- 
egates nationwide had committed 
to either Clinton or Obama, with 
Clinton well in the lead. 

Of the 70 pledged Maryland 
delegates to be elected, 15 will 
be at large. Nine will be party 


leaders and elected officials. The 
remaining 46 will be elected from 
the eight Congressional Districts, 
with three women and four men 
to be chosen from district five, 
the district which includes Green- 
belt. 

Pledged delegates will be allo- 
cated among the candidates based 
on the number of preferential 
votes received. Any candidate 
receiving at least 15 percent of 
the preferential votes throughout 
the state will receive a portion of 
the at-large delegation, while any 
candidate receiving 15 percent 
within a district will be entitled 
to a portion of the district del- 
egates. 

Pledged delegates are not le- 
gally bound to vote for the can- 
didate to whom they are pledged 
but any delegate pledged to a 
candidate can be replaced by the 
candidate if the delegate is be- 
lieved to be disloyal. 

Republicans 

The Republicans have a sim- 
pler system for selecting delegates 
and fewer of them — only 2,380. 
A candidate will need 1,191 votes 
to be selected as the party’s nom- 
inee. To fill up the convention 
hall, however, Republicans will 
also elect alternate delegates. 

The number of delegates 
awarded to a state varies. Each 
state gets 10 at-large delegates. 
There will be three party dele- 
gates for each state, two Republi- 
can National Committee members 
and the state party chair. Three 
delegates are elected from each 
of Maryland’s eight Congressio- 
nal Districts. Some states receive 
bonus delegates depending on 
how well voters in the state sup- 
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ported the reelection of George 
Bush in the last Presidential Elec- 
tion. Maryland, not entitled to 
any bonus delegates, has a total 
of 37 delegates. 

The three party delegates are 
uncommitted but can pledge sup- 
port to a candidate. The ten 
at-large delegates selected at the 
state party convention are obli- 
gated to vote for the candidate 
receiving the greatest number of 
votes in the state. The district 
delegates elected are obligated to 
vote for the candidate receiving 
the greatest number of votes in 
that district. 

Candidates 

The Democratic presidential 
race has narrowed to only two 
candidates — Hillary Clinton and 
Barack Obama. Both are U.S. 
Senators. Obama is serving his 
first term from Illinois and Clin- 
ton is serving her second from 
New York. 

Clinton grew up in Park Ridge, 
Ill., and graduated from Wellesley 
College in Massachusetts and 
Yale Law School. As the wife of 
President Bill Clinton, she served 
as First Lady for the eight years 
he was in Office. 

In 1993 she led a task force 
that developed proposed legisla- 
tion to provide universal health 
care for all Americans that failed 
to achieve passage. She has one 
daughter. 

Obama was born in Hawaii 
and lived in many places in his 
youth, including Indonesia. He 
graduated from Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York and earned 
a law degree at Harvard Uni- 
versity. He previously served in 
the Illinois state legislature and 


worked as a civil rights attorney. 
He and his wife, Michelle, have 
two daughters. 

While still listed as an active 
candidate, former Senator Mike 
Gravel of Alaska, now a resident 
of Virginia, has done little in the 
way of campaigning and has been 
largely ignored in the election 
campaign. But his name does 
remain on the Democratic ballot. 
Five other names are also includ- 
ed on the Democratic ballot, all 
candidates who have now with- 
drawn from campaigning. They 
are Delaware Senator Joe Biden, 
Connecticut Senator Christopher 
J. Dodd, former North Carolina 
senator John Edwards, Ohio Con- 
gressman Dennis J. Kucinich and 
former New Mexico governor 
Bill Richardson. 

Republican Candidates 

Of the eight names on the 
Republican ballot, only three 
were considered still in the race 
prior to Super Tuesday — John 
McCain, Mitt Romney and Mike 
Huckabee — although others have 
yet to withdraw from the cam- 
paign. McCain is a senator from 
Arizona. He served in Vietnam, 
where he was a prisoner of war 
for more than five years. He 
previously ran for President in 
2000. He was born in the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone where his father 
was serving in the U.S. Navy. 
McCain is a graduate of the U.S. 
Naval Academy. He and his 
wife, Cindy, have seven children 
and four grandchildren. 

Romney is the former gover- 
nor of Massachusetts. He over- 
saw the 2002 Winter Olympics 
committee in Salt Lake City. He 
was born in Detroit, Michigan 
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when his father was serving as 
that state’s governor. He was 
a valedictorian from Brigham 
Young University in Utah and 
received business and law degrees 
in a joint program at Harvard 
University. He and his wife, 
Ann, have five sons. 

Huckabee is the former gov- 
ernor of Arkansas and a former 
Baptist preacher. He received 
national attention for losing 110 
pounds and encouraging others 
to improve their diet and exer- 
cise. Born in Hope, Arkansas, he 
graduated magna cum laude from 
Ouachita Baptist University in Ar- 
kansas and attended Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary in 
Texas for one year. He and his 
wife have three children. 

Ron Paul has run an aggres- 
sive internet campaign that has 
raised large sums of money for 
his campaign and garnered him a 
few delegates before Super Tues- 
day. A Congressman from Texas, 
he previously was a flight surgeon 
in the U.S. Air Force and an ob- 
stetrician. Born in Pittsburgh, he 
graduated from Gettysburg Col- 
lege in Pennsylvania and Duke 
University School of Medicine in 
North Carolina. He and his wife 
Carol have five children and 17 
grandchildren. 

Other names appearing on the 
ballot are those of former New 
York City mayor Rudy Giuliani, 
San Diego Congressman Duncan 
Hunter, former assistant secretary 
of state and radio and televi- 
sion commentator Alan Keyes, 
Colorado Congressman Tom 
Tancredo and former Tennessee 
senator and television actor Fred 
Thompson.

Saturday or later. 

This reporter advised that the 
GNR is essentially an all-volunteer 
enterprise separate from the city and 
described the paper’s publication 
scenario that usually results in the 
printed copies being delivered to 
Greenbelt by the printers either late 
Thursday or early Friday for de- 
livery to households by school-age 
children after school on Friday. 

Participants countered that the 
paper’s weekly publication date is 
Thursday and questioned its gen- 
eral unavailability until Saturday. 

Recognizing that the GNR is a 
critical component of communica- 
tion for Greenbelt residents, par- 
ticipants requested more efforts to 
secure widespread distribution of 
the paper to all Greenbelt neigh- 
borhoods, local businesses and 
other strategic Greenbelt locations 
and possible online accessibility. 

Public Works 

The input for this topic area 
was varied and covered several 
topics that included expansion 
of the Greenbelt (bus) Connec- 
tion, with greater access, more 
visible routes and seven-day ser- 
vice; and recreational facilities for 
Greenbelters of all ages, including 
more active recreation for seniors, 
trail improvements and promoting 
walking and fitness. 

The group was also concerned 
with providing a better balance 
between streetscape trees and 
street-lighting needs by appropri- 
ate pruning. They suggested trees 
may be crowding out lighting. 
Street-level solar-powered light- 
ing was also mentioned. The city 
might find ways to help neighbor- 
hood communities with tree plant- 
ings, maintaining green elements 
and reforestation as well as educa- 
tion on tree maintenance. 

Some thought the city might 
consider ways to provide more 
direct information to homeowner 
associations, civic or neighborhood 
groups, condominium associations 
and cooperative organizations. 

Several environmental and en- 
ergy-related suggestions included 
future replacement of city-owned 
vehicles with energy-efficient al- 
ternatives, investigation of possible 
methane recovery from former city 
landfill sites, more education and 
enforcement of city standards for 
clean air, water and littering. 

Greater city participation and 
support of programs by schools, 
organizations and volunteers in 
providing assistance to seniors and 
handicapped residents for house- 
hold-related task such as yard 
work and snow removal was also 
mentioned. 

Recreation and Parks 

Wide-ranging ideas were of- 
fered by the participants, including 
consideration of more improved 
directional signage for city facili- 
ties, the availability of city maps 
at strategic locations, updating 
(and possible placing at other 
main entrances to the city) the 
city’s map sign at the Southway 
entrance, development of digital 
message-board types of signs for 
special events and the possibility 
of a “virtual tour” of Greenbelt on 
the city’s website. 

Other participants suggested 
there might be more promotion 
of city facilities (dog park, etc.) 
online, on cable channel 71 and in 
city publications. They suggested 
considering the establishment of 
a communications/information 
technology advisory committee 
to assist the city in improving 
and updating its communication 
functions. Another idea was to 
develop a fact-sheet type of pub- 
lication that would be distributed 


regularly to civic and neighbor- 
hood associations highlighting city 
projects, events and programs. 

Another group of ideas focused 
on consideration of specific facil- 
ity-related improvements including 
possible reinstitution of the gate 
at the entrance to the Northway 
Fields to restrict inappropriate 
nighttime use of the area; im- 
proved fitness facilities in parks/ 
on trails; a bocci ball court at a 
suitable location; installation of 
park benches near the Spellman 
Overpass and other city locations 
to encourage more public use; 
and establishment of additional 
dog parks in other neighborhoods. 
Other suggestions were water 
fountains at park areas near natu- 
ral springs and additional recre- 
ation or community centers. 

General types of suggestions 
included: city sponsorship and 
support of the annual “Pumpkin 
Walk” in the Northway Fields 
area; a clean-up for the Greenbriar 
park area adjacent to the high 
school and improved design for 
the open space at the intersection 
of Mandan Road and Hanover 
Parkway. Participants urged the 
city to continue maintaining recre- 
ation/park areas and open spaces; 
and expand the diversity of recre- 
ation programming for all popula- 
tions with more outdoor activities 
such as fishing, boating, hiking 
and bird-watching. At the same 
time they felt that events such as 
the Labor Day Festival should be 
kept at a manageable scale and 
that planning for Greenbelt West 
development/redevelopment should 
include small neighborhood-ori- 
ented “pocket parks” as well as 
larger open space areas. 

Public Safety 

Participants suggested consid- 
eration of a “zero tolerance” for 
small violations such as littering 
or broken windows so they don’t 
lead to larger violations. One 
person voiced appreciation of a 
greater police presence in Green- 
belt East and others discussed 
the difficulty of attracting young 
people to law enforcement and the 
need for better lighting throughout 
the city, especially in areas near 
Greenbelt Road, the Beltway and 
the Spellman Overpass. Other 
topics included preventing crime 
by using appropriate design and 
the need for a seven-day-a-week 
city shuttle-bus system that serves 
the Greenbelt Metro Station and 
all city neighborhoods. 

Social Services 

Participants noted that Green- 
belt needs to better promote itself 
as a family-oriented community 
and said that a need exists for 
health services, such as shots for 
residents without health insurance. 
Liz Parks, director of Greenbelt 
CARES mentioned the city’s 
Health Fair and other services and 
attendees discussed the need to 
get information about Greenbelt’s 
social services to homeowner as- 
sociations and boards in Greenbelt 
East on a more consistent basis. 

General Government 

This catch-all topic area includ- 
ed suggestions similar to those at 
the other tables, as well as some 
targeted suggestions and questions 
and comments on the process. 

Participants at this table reiter- 
ated the need for a future focus on 
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bus service expansion and reliabil- 
ity, communications enhancements 
for the 2lst century including 
e-government approaches, web- 
cams for council meetings and 
better directional signage for city 
facilities. 

This table elicited a deeper 
treatment of some of those topics 
such as defining what makes each 
city sector “special” and building 
unity from the differences. Green- 
belt East residents don’t perceive 
a need to go to Greenbelt Center, 
some thought; thus, more and bet- 
ter directions for facilities, services 
and attractions would help change 
that perception. 

Another topic explored was 
how the city can capitalize on its 
three sectors. It is good to have 
the Greenbelt Center as a meeting 
place but not, some thought, as 
a focal point. Attendees pointed 
out that the city needs to develop 
marketing positives for Greenbelt 
to offset the negatives; a proposed 
farmers market could be a unify- 
ing force. They also felt that the 
city should work toward reduc- 
ing the number of employees by 
greater utilization of technology 
and volunteer resources. 

Other suggestions from par- 
ticipants at this table included: 
promoting summer jobs for Green- 
belt youth by Greenbelt businesses 
and a better city alert system for 
severe weather and catastrophic 
events and emergencies, including 
warning sirens. The city should 
continue its role in encouraging 
more homeownership in Greenbelt 
East and consider supporting the 
formation of a city chamber of 
commerce-type of organization. 

Along the lines of a “where’s 
the beef?” approach, this table 
questioned the process: “Are these 
sessions just going through the 
motions or will (the) suggestions 
be implemented?” or “Could there 
be a follow-up meeting or other 
opportunities to comment on the 
results of the three visioning ses- 
sions?” 

While this was the final ses- 
sion for obtaining first-hand ideas 
and suggestions of Greenbelters, 
the closing remarks by the mayor 
and councilmembers indicated that 
additional opportunities will be 
afforded for citizen participation 
in the process that could take the 
better part of a year to develop. 
Next steps may include assimila- 
tion and consolidation of all ideas 
brought forward at the three ses- 
sions into poster-type outlines that 
would be accessible on the city’s 
website or online; future coun- 
cil/staff worksessions to fine-tune 
and organize the visioning input 
for additional consideration and 
other steps to develop a coherent 
vision to guide the city’s planning 
and budget efforts for a projected 
20- to 25-year time-frame. 

Council is committed to the 
idea that citizens may continue to 
have the opportunity to provide 
their ideas and suggestions as 
council and staff move forward. 
The notes for the first two visions- 
ing sessions have been posted on 
the city's website (www.green- 
beltmd.gov) and a mechanism for 
people to continue to submit ideas 
has also been created.

Greenbelt East Now Votes 
In Precincts 13 and 18 


Because of increased voter 
registration in Greenbelt East, 
Prince George’s County has split 
election precinct 13 into two 
precincts with different polling 
places, creating a fifth precinct 
within the city, called precinct 18. 
Registered voters living in the 
new precinct number 2,377; in 
the remaining part of precinct 13 
are 2,210 registered voters. The 
change affects voters living in 
that part of Greenbelt East that is 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway and the Capital Beltway 
and north of Good Luck Road. 
Affected households were mailed 
cards several weeks ago provid- 
ing information about the changes 
and, this week, sample ballots 
and voting instructions were re- 
ceived from the county board of 
elections which repeat the voting 
location information. 

Precinct 13 

Precinct 13 contains all of 
Greenbriar Condominiums, Green- 
wood Village and Glen Oaks 
north of Greenbelt Road. To the 
south of Greenbelt Road the new 
boundaries of Precinct 13 follow 
Hanover Parkway south to Ora 
Glen Drive, east on Ora Glen

Drive to the end at Mandan Road 
and then back to Greenbelt Road. 
The centers of the streets listed 
are the dividing line between the 
two precincts. This area includes 
most of the Windsor Green de- 
velopment and a piece of Green- 
brook Village. 

The polling place for precinct 
13 remains at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

Precinct 18 

Precinct 18 contains the re- 
maining parts of Greenbelt East. 
The new precinct contains all 
of the area south of Greenbelt 
Road except for that part be- 
tween Hanover Parkway and 
Mandan Road north of Ora Glen 
Drive. Precinct 18 includes the 
developments of Green Spring, 
Greenbelt Lake Village, Hunting 
Ridge and parts of Greenbrook 
Village and Windsor Green. The 
Hanover apartments east of Ha- 
nover Parkway are also within 
precinct 18. 

Turning Point Academy at 
7800 Good Luck Road is the 
polling place for precinct 18. 
This school lies within the corpo- 
rate limits of Greenbelt despite its 
Lanham postal address.

or to the Libertarian party, two 
other political parties separately 
reported by the county. 

More than 2,000 residents are 
registered as unaffiliated with any 
political party or as a member 
of another political party (19 
percent). Active registered vot- 
ers are those who have voted in 
one of the last two presidential 
elections. 

A review of Maryland coun- 
ty statistics shows that Prince 
George’s County and Baltimore 
City have by far the highest pro- 
portions of registered Democrats, 
74 and 79 percent respectively. 
Some counties, such as Garrett 
and Carroll, have a majority Re- 
publican electorate. Thus there 
is great diversity across the state. 
For the state as a whole, Demo- 
crats outnumber Republicans by 
two to one. 

Greenbelt is divided geograph- 
ically. The historic Greenbelt 
Center has two precincts, which 
represent 44 percent of registered 
voters. Greenbelt East, also now 
with two precincts, comprises 
29 percent; and Greenbelt West 
(Springhill Lake) has 18 percent 
of the registered voters. 


Voting Absentee 
Is Still Possible 


Absentee ballots can still be 
obtained and voted through elec- 
tion day by going to the Prince 
George’s County Board of Elec- 
tions Office, 16201 Trade Zone 
Ave. (off Md. Rt. 301), Upper 
Marlboro and filing a late appli- 
cation (telephone 301-430-8020). 

Completed absentee ballots 
must be returned to the election 
board by 8 p.m. election day un- 
less mailed. Ballots mailed and 
postmarked on or before February 
12 and received by the board by 
no later than 10 a.m. February 22 
will be counted. 

Only those persons who will 
be absent from their voting pre- 
cinct or unable to vote in person 
on election day will be permitted 
to vote early by absentee ballot.

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Two Fires Hit Springhill 
Lake in Under 24 Hours

Two more fires occurred at 
Springhill Lake Apartments on 
Wednesday, January 30. 

Firefighters from Berwyn 
Heights, Greenbelt, College Park 
and surrounding communities 
were called to battle at Springhill 
Lake Apartments just after 7 p.m. 
An apartment building was ablaze 
with heavy flames in the 9100 
block of Springhill Lane. Fire- 
fighters encountered fire coming 
from the first and second floors 
of the three-story garden-style 
apartment building not equipped 
with sprinklers. With the possi- 
bility of the fire extending to the 
top floor and other buildings, a 
second alarm was sounded bring- 
ing over 75 more firefighters to 
help battle the blaze. 

Firefighters were then able to 
bring the fire under control within 
15 minutes. No injuries were 
reported, fire loss is estimated at 
$100,000. 

A total of 11 apartment units 
are uninhabitable and 30 residents 
were displaced. The displaced 
residents are being assisted by the 
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apartment complex management 
with temporary shelter until other 
arrangements can be made. 

Fire investigators determined 
that an 8-year-old boy playing 
with matches ignited bedding ma- 
terials. The child will be referred 
to the Fire/EMS Department’s 
Matchless Opportunities Pro- 
gram, which provides education 
and intervention for juvenile fire 
setters. 

Earlier that day, just before 
3:30 a.m., firefighters from Ber- 
wyn Heights, Branchville and 
Greenbelt and surrounding fire 
departments were alerted for a 
building fire in the 9100 block of 
Springhill Lane. Units arrived on 
the scene with fire showing from 
the roof area on a one-story heat- 
ing plant building. 

An aggressive attack was made 
by firefighters bringing the fire 
under control within 10 minutes. 
No one was injured. The cause 
of the early morning fire is under 
investigation.
